WASIHXOTOX, July 26.—Tho senate 


ivill accede to rhe request of the house 
for another conference on the tariff bill-, 
and its conferrecs will return to '(tne 
»eeting with those of the house un- 
traiiuncled by any specific instructions 
Trharevw. This was the conclusion of 
the Democratic senatorial caucus, which 
adjourned sine die a few minutes after 
5 o'clock yesterday, after a two days 
sitting. While tho caucus did not com- 
mit itself to any definite line of policy 
in so many words, the coofetrees feel 
•with their Democratic «olleagues that 
thoy iniclerstiiud %vhat a majority of 
tjsijm desire, and they believe this to be 
iimt the,;- sh<dl stand substantially for 
the senate bill. 


Thi= is not the individual preference 


of many nor perhaps of a majority of 
the Denn'-ranc senators, but it repre- 
sents tin1 opinion of most of them as ex- 
pressed in the caucus as the only practi- 
cal course open to the Democrats who 
think th.it the present congress mast 
pass a tariff bill of some kind, whether 
it ue what, they prefer or not. In otto 
words ihe result of the Caucus wliich 
has just closed is tho reascertoiuing of 
wlnic wts known when the three days' 
caucus met last March, that it is im- 
practicable 
t<> pats any tariff 
bill 


through the senate which does not meet 
the demands of the so-called eonserva-' 
tive senators and the Louisiana sen- 
ators. 


It became evident soon after the cau- 


cus convened that rhe resolution of Sen- 
ator Jams to scud the bill back to con- 
ference without instructions was the 
only course open to the caucus. The 
other propositions presented were those 
of Senator Vilas and his friends, one of 
which pro\ ulod for instructions to the 
feenuu1 couferree.s to recede from the 
one-eighth of a cent ditfereutial on re- 
iinert su^ur without any other change 
in the sugar schedule, and tho other to 
substitute for ihe present tariff sched- 
ule a duty of 45 per cent ad valorem 
wnhout any differential, and that of the 
conservatives to instruct the committee 
te stand by the senate amendments. 


Senator Vilas and two other senators 


oppOM'd the latter course, and conserva- 
tivo .senatuis declared abs.olut.ely and 
einphmu'.iUy that, they would not., ac- 
cept the Vila.s proposition torecedafrom, 
the1 differential, even though-the ad 
valorem .should be increased to 45 per 
•cent or :»sy other bum "within reason. 
Senator ismith declared that such a 
•change meant the shutting down of the 
refiners in Iris state, tho throwing o£ 
thousands ot men out of employn.-tfnt 
and ;i general disturbance of infostrri) 
conditions such as he coiid not con- 
template with composure auA would not 
accept.

him, aud iu ^ low of the fact that several 
smiuters «Jio stated that they agreed 
with Mr. Vilas iu his opposition to the 
eng.wtTti.st as a matter of principle, 
advised hi favor of the cessation of all 
efforts to give formal instructions. 


There have been few secret confer- 


ence- from which so many conflicting 
reports emanated, and it was apparent 
that each senator took awny an under- 
standing to suit himself as to what im- 
plied instructions the conferrees were 
under. Some felt that the senate bill 
would be adhered to, and others that 
•the main point of difference, the one- 
eighth of a cent per pound on refined 
sngar. was to be eliminated and perhaps 
a BOW sugar schedule presented. But 
^jni those senators who have been 
"managing the bill the statement oame, 
with forcefal emphasis, that upon the 
mam propositions upon which the 
houses difi'ered—sugar, coal and iron 
ore—there would be no chaugo from the 
senate bill when it was returned from 
conference. One thing which every one 
felt assured of was that 4st votes cotdd 
be counted 011 to send the bill back to 
conference. 


The sppeches yesterday wore general- 


ly shorter than those of the day before, 
and were as a rule devoted to advising 
a strenuous eft'ort to secure party har- 
mony on the basis of a bill wliich would 
receive the support of 43 members, of the 
senate. Senator Vilas spoke in general 
terms of the constitutional right of the 
house to originate financial legislation, 
•without denying the concurrent right 
of the senate, he suggested that the 
nooso privilege in this respect could not 
be ignored with complacency or safety. 
He cautioned the caucus in strong terms 
to avoid all appearance of favoring 
monopolies in view of the present feel- 
ing on that subject. 


Senators Smith.BlanehardandCaffery 


also made speeches of some length. 
Senator German devoted himself to a 
verbal statement on the parliamentary 
status of the bill. Great earnestness was 
rahihteil in tne speeches of the Sew 
Jersey and Louisiana senators. Other 
.senators, as a rale, spoke without any 
manifestation of feeling, and the meet- 
ing was, upon the whole, far more pleas- 
ant than that of Tuesday. A vast ma- 
jority of those who participated in the 
caucus came out when it adjourned 
with I heir faces wreathed in smiles and 
most of them indicated by their actions 
that they believed they had inaugurated 
n line of policy which would insure the 
luasago of a tiiriff bill. Some of them 
who -would say nothing as to the pro- 
ceedings of ciio caucus, announced them- 
selves as confident of ultimate success 
of the bill. 


The vote on the resolution to send the 


bill to conference again was not unani- 
raons, Senator Vilas mid a few others 
jpposmg it and explicitly stipulating 
t«.tt their participation in tne caucus 
should be consider -d as binding them to 
rapport the report of the conference 
committee when again presented. 
During the proceeding* the attitude

A Sanitary Bed.

Tile iron bedstead is superior to 


tlio wooden one, so far as sanitary 
principles go, but the latter may be 
made less a menace to health if every 
week the housekeeper superior at- 
tends personally to the brushing and 
cleaning of It. 
II* bprfogb \vere cov- 


ered with cloth they would be less 
liable to cut into the mattress and 
would keep clean much longer. This 
cloth, a heavy piece of unbleached 
linen, could be easily washed, and 
together with a weekly brushing of 
the springs, would go far to ward & 
achieving a perfect cleanliness more 
desirable In a bed than almost any 
other piece of 
furniture. 
Then the 


mattress should likewise receive its 
need of attention, being well dusted 
and turned every day, particular at- 
tention being given to the little 
crevices around1 the buttorib, for they 
are the spots where dust loves to 
linger. Two mattress covers that 
could be easily buttoned on are very 
desirable, for they can be put through 
the cleansing process of the wash tub 
at least every fortnight.
